In superstitious 
times, this somewhat rare phenomenon 
was regarded as a miracle, but modern 
science has shown that it is due to the 
growth of a microscopic plant, which 
b known to seme — according to Dr. 
M. C. CooXe — as Micrococcus prodi- 
giosusand to others as Bacillus prod i- 
giosus. The true explanation of the 
terrifying blotches was first pointed 
out by a Paduan naturalist in 1819. 
The same production was seen near 
Beriin h'r Fihmuherir in lAAB 'R.v»an 
by Dr. Oamille Montaigne in the aame 
year, and was first recorded in Britain 
I in 1863. About 1886 an epidemic 
visitation on the Continent was attri- 
buted to this source. Carmine-red 
patches, capable of staining the Angers 
appeared on oooked meat during the 
night, and various articles of food were 
similarly afiTected until, after about 
three months, the epidemic suddenly 
ceased on the advent of a lower tem- 
perature. Fresenius found the indi> 
vidual organisms to be round or oval 
cells not more than one-iwo-thousand 
to ooe-four-thousands of a line in dia- 
meter. They develop only in the 
dark, and when kept continuously at 
a temperature of 100° F. their color 
is gradually lost. 

Glass Bucks. -*E xperimeDU with 
glass building bricks were begun in 
1891 by M. Folooniar, an architect of 
Syona Tbeae bricks are hollow, be- 
ing blown Tike bottles, aud are given 
forms — suchascubus, hexagons, etc., 
— that permit of ready laying. A 
bituminous cement, with a base of 
asphalt, Ih used with them. Tlie 
bricks serve as double windows, giving 
protection against both cold aud heat; 
they are good Insulators of humidity 
and Doise; and they lend themselves 
readily to tho decoration of buildings 
either by tbelr form or their color. 
Many applications arc foreseen. The 
bricks arc neater than marble jp pjeat 
markets, and are espocially adapter 
for bath halls, bot-bouses, hospitals,

In spite of olerir.al protests, in spite of 
naathsmas, in spite of the ooudomnation 
of the more thoughtful and tho more vir- 
tnons, Christmas in tho oarlior days fro- 
Mentlg reproduced all the worst orgies, 
toe debauchery and Indecency of the 
^oochanalia aud the saturnalia. Even 
Um clergy were whirled Into the vortex. 
A speoial celebration cuU-hI tho feast of 
fools bod been instituted in their bolinlt. 
With a view, said tho <luctors of the 
church, “that tho folly which is nntnnil 
to and born with us miglit cxinUu at least 
onoe a year." . 

If even among the clergy heathen tra- 
ditions survived so Htronnously, what 
Wonder that they survived among the 
laity? The wild revels indued of the 
Christmas ixnriod i:> olden times almost 
•tagger bohof. Liuunsu was carriuU to 
*' tho fullest oxUmt of liceutiousne-'s. £v -ii 
in the sevunteoutli ccutnry, uiiou tho 
fostivitiee had boon slightly tum-d down, 
Ifostur William Pryunu discovered in 
them the vestiges of puganism which aru 
•ppanot enough to tho historians of to- 
day. 

"If we ooinparo," ho says in his 
“Histrio-Mastix,” "onr l>acchanaliati 
Oirlstiuus aud Now Vear's tides with 
those euturualiu anti fe:u-‘ts of .lauus, we 
shall find sucli near ailinitya boCwoeu 
them both in regard of time — they being 
both in the end of Uocuiubor and on tho 
1st of January — and in their manner 
■olomnisiug — both beiug spent in ruvel- 
Uiig, epicurism, wautuunes.->e, idlonesse, 
dating, drinking, stage plaies, mas<]ues 
and camall pomp and jollity— that we 
snnst needs conclude tho one to be but 
tbe ape, or issue, of the other.”

Memorable above all other opiso<les of 
this aort was the catastrophe which oc- 
enrred at l^triu in litlkl.

TTien 
Sir Hugoiiiu du CinUuy, the must r. eU-

V.’o rem.mil er that the Ciiriatnuaa fes- 
tival of today is a grndntil evolution 
from times that lung untciUtetl the 
Chiristian ;ierioJ; U;at llior.gh it cele- 
brates the migbuest fact in tho history 
of Christendom it waa overlaid ni>on 
heathen festivals, aud many of its attend- 
ant observances are mere adaptations of 
pagan to Christian ceremonial.
